The Valentina P. is a 7,000-ton 
ahip, under charter to the Zim Com- 
pany, and has been sailing on Zim's 
Black Sea route between Rumania 
end Israel for some time. She is 
carrying 6,000 tons of cement and 
100 tractors, which she was to have 
taken to Eilat through the Canal. 

Unloading will start here today, 
and the cement wiH be sent over- 
land to Eilat. The tractors will be 
@istributed to importers who ordered 
them.

On Friday, Pentagon spokesman 
Joseph Laitin made it clear to 
newamen during a briefing that 
Secretary of Defence James Schle- 
singer had not been consulted by 
Kissinger before the U.S. inserted 
into a memorandum of agreement 
with Israel an assurance that Is- 
rael's request for Pershing missiles 
would be considered by the U.S. 
“with a view to providing a positive 
Tesponse.” 

The spokesman 8180 made It clear 
that the Defence Department has 
serious reservations about providing 
Israel with the Pershings, which 
have an approximately 740 kms. 
range and travel at 7,000 miles 
an hour. 

Kissinger’s unusual statement yes- 
terday was widely seen here as a 
deliberate intention to downplay the 
Pentagon's criticism. Israeli officials 
here were grateful that the Secre- 


tary had publicly explained the 
background to Israel's request for 
the Pershing. 

Kissinger said that it would be 
“useful” to put the Israeli request 
for Pershing missiles into perspec- 
tive, adding that the Pentagon had 
been aware of Israel's interest in 
this missile for a long time. 

“The United States has had a 
traditional] commitment to the sur- 
yivat and security of Israel, and 
thas had continuing military  sup- 
ply relations — for a decade or 
more — with Israel,” the Secretary 
sald. “The basic Israeli require- 
ments were submitted to the United 
States in August 1974 and have 
been studied since then. 

“These requirements Included all 
the essential items that are now 
under review, including the Per- 
shing missile. That is not a new 
item that was submitted to us dur- 
ing the (shuttle) negotiation and 
its discussion should not be con- 
sidered αὶ payment for the nego- 
tation.” 

The Secretary has been irritated 
by the recent criticism in the 
United States that Israe] was 
bribed into accepting the Sinai pact 
with Egypt by receiving commit- 
ments for sophisticated arms and 
economic aid. 

He said that the Israeli “list has 
of course been reviewed prior to 
the reassessment by all of the 
agefieles in Washington, and it is 
continuing to be reviewed by a NSC 
(National Security Council) group 
now and we will be in close touch 
with the Government of Israel about 
developing a mutually acceptable 
programme.”

Gromyko and Kissinger will con- 
tinue discussion on the Middie East 
and Sait (Strategic Arms Limita- 
tion Talks) problems in New York 
later this week. The Soviet official 
is in the U.S. to attend the open- 
ing session of the UN General As- 
sembly. 

Kissinger, asked whether anything 
was decided about a reconvened 
Geneva peace conference, said that 
the meeting was “ἃ preliminary 
exchange with no final decision.” He 
added that the U.S. will remain 
in close contact with the Soviet 
Union on this problem. 

Kissinger also gave reporters an 
appraisal of President Ford's meet- 
ing on Thursday with Gromyko. 
Kissinger said that Gromyko had 
been “moderate” on the new Middle 
East agreement which Moscow has 
publicly criticized.

The chairman of the Knesset For- 
eign Affairs and Defence Commit- 
tee, Yitzhak Navon, said Friday no 
additional settlements should be es- 
tablished on Golan.

Bonn easing arms export limits

— A House of 
Commons committee last week call- 
ed for sweeping changes in the 
Yaw to protect wives whose hus- 
bands beat them.

our victory might be there would still be great suffering and danger. 
I used to look at the young men in the Foreign Ministry or at the boy 
who delivered my newspapers or at the builders working across the 
street from my home and wonder what would happen to them when 
the war started, It was not at all a good feeling, but there was no other 
way for us to get rid of the fedayeen or force the Egyptians to understand 
that Israel was not expendable. I spent the last weekend during that 
long hot October with Sarah, Zechariah and the children at Revivim. 
Shaul was six months old then, a beautiful baby whom I had hardly 
seen since he was born. I tried not to think about the war on my way 
to the kibbutz, but it was impossible. If something went wrong, it was 
through the Negev and through Revivim itself that the army 
would smash its way into Israel, bent on destruction. I played with the 
children, sat with Sarah and Zechariah in the shade of the young trees 
of which Revivim was so proud, spent an evening with friends of theirs 

(and mine), talking, as Israelis always do, about ‘the situation’ -- which 
means, whatever the year, the current danger to Israel’s survival. 
And all the time I thought to myself: ‘Must we really go on like this 
for ever, worrying about children and grandchildren and fighting, 
killing and being killed? But I couldn’t even warn them af what was 
ahead, ; 

The Sinai Campaign began as scheduled, after sunset on 29 October, 
and ended as scheduled, on 5 November. It took the Israel Defence 
Forces, rade up mainly of reservists travelling im a crazy assortment of 
military and civilian vehicles, less than 100 hours to cross and capture 
from the Egyptians the whole of the Gaza Strip and the Sinai Peninsula 
- an area two and a half times larger than Israel itself. We had counted 
on surprise, speed and utterly confusing the Egyptian army, but it was 
only when I myself flew to visit Sharm el-Sheikh at the southernmost 
tip of Sinai and toured the Gaza Strip by car afterwards that I really 
understood the extent of our victory — the sheer size and desolation of 
the territory through which those tanks, half-tracks, ice-cream trucks, 
private cars and taxis had raced in under seven days. The Egyptian 
defeat was absolute. The nests of the fedayeen were cleaned out. The 
elaborate Egyptian system to defend Sinai — the fortresses and the 
battalions concealed in the desert — was put totally out of commission. 
The hundreds of thousands of weapons and the millions upon millions 
of rounds of ammunition — mostly Russian — stock-piled for use against 
us were worthless now. A third of the Egyptian army was broken, Of 


the 30,000 Egyptian soldiers whom we found pathetically wandering 
in the sand, 5,000 were taken as prisoners to save them from dying of 


thirst (and eventually exchanged for the one Israeli the Egyptians had — 


managed to capture). 

But we hadn’t fought the Sinai Campaign for territory, booty or 
prisoners, and as far as we were concerned, we had won the only thing 
we wanted: peace, or at least the promise of peace for a few years, 
perhaps even for longer. Although our casualties were ‘light’, we 
desperately hoped that the 172 Israelis who were Killed (some 800 
were wounded) would be the last battle casualties we would ever have 
to mourn. This time, we would insist that our neighbours come to 
terms with us and with our existence. 

Of course, things didn’t turn out that way. Although we had won our 
war against Egypt, the French and the British had lost theira — due to 
some extent to their ineptness but mostly to the overwhelmingly nega- 
tive public reaction in France and Great Britain to what was viewed 
as an imperialist assault on an innocent third party. I have always 
thought that had the Anglo-French attack on Suez been more swift and 
efficient, the storm of protest in those countries would have died down 
in the face of a fait accompli. But as it was, the combined assault failed, 
and the French and British backed down as soon as the United Nations, 
under intense US and Soviet pressure, demanded that they withdrew 
their troops from the Suez Canal zone. It also demanded Israel’s 
withdrawal from the Sinai Peninsula and the Gaza. Strip. 

That was the beginning of the four and a half heart-breaking months 
of diplomatic battle that we waged -- and lost — at the United Nations 
in our attempt to persuade the nations of the world that if we retreated to 
the armistice lines of 1949, war would again break out in the Middle East 
one day. Those people, those millions of people who even today have 
still not quite grasped the realities of Isracl’s struggle to stay alive, and 
who are 80 quick to condemn us for not being ‘more flexible’ and for 
not retreating pleasantly to our former borders each time we are forced 
to go to war, might do well to ponder the course of events following 
1956 and ask themselves what was gained by the fact that we did 
reluctantly withdraw then from Sinai and the Gaza Strip. The answer 
is: only more wars, each one bloodier and far more costly than the 
Sinai Campaign had been.

Bid to stop nations tampering with the weather 


By ROD CHAPMAN 

GENEVA. — 
IN THE WAKE of the Helsinki 
summit, the American and 
Soviet delegates at the 30-nation 
Geneva disarmament con- 
ference have got together to 
produce a joint draft treaty aim- 
ed at preventing nations from 
tampering with the environment 


. for military purposes. 


One of the draft treaty's main 
goals is to prevent the 
emergence of ghoulish new 
weapons involving forms of 
‘weather modification 
weapons to which Soviet Com- 
munist Party leader Leonid 
Brezhnev could have been 
referring recently when he 
spoke of ‘new and terrible’ 
weapons on the superpower 
drawing boards. 

The drafi treaty will be dis- 
cussed by disarmament experts 
in Geneva now and in the next 
round at roughly this time next 
year. The Americans and the 
Soviets say they will be very sur- 
prised if their treaty — which is 
open .to modification and 
amendments — is not approved 
in a more specific and final form 
within the next year. 

Many Geneva delegates see 
weather warfare as the next step 
in Man's continual quest for the 
ultimate, Doomsday weaz:on. 

Thus while spokesmen have 
claimed the talks are s‘ill ‘in the 
Jules Verne stage,”" they warn 
that, unless this attempt is made 
while the weapons are in 
development, the weapons may 
become as uncontrollable as 
nuclear weaponry proliferation. 

Before the American-Soviet 
initiative, the Canadian delega- 
tion in Geneva submitted a 
feasibility study listing seven 
main techniques in 
manipulating weather: disper- 
sing clouds or fog: generating 
the same by chemical means; 
inducing violent hailstorms; 
generating big storms; inducing 
snow or rain; stimulating 
volcanoes; burning vegetation. 


Smokescreen 


THE ATTRACTION of these 
techniques for eager military 
minds is obvious, Fog dispersal 
could open up target areas for 
visual attack; artificial fog 


. could provide a smokescreen for 


launching attacks. 
Hurricanes, typhoons or 
cyclones contain more energy 
than a nuclear explosion — an 
energy which, if properly 
directed, could sway the balance 
of conventional military battles. 
Another potentially catastrophic 


* technique is the artificial créd- 


tion of tidal waves. Ἷ 
But, as with the current debate 
on the spread of nuclear know- 
how, the Geneva talks have tend- 
ed to reach an impasse on 
whether such weapons have 
genuinely peaceful applications. 
The American-Soviet draft says 
environmental moderation 
techniques have many peaceful 
uses. It proposes to outlaw only 
the use of such techniques for 


military purposes. 
The Geneva-based World 
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Meteorological Organisation has 
just put out a paper on peaceful 
techniques such as ‘‘seeding" 
elouds with dry ice and other 
substances to hasten rainfall, 
precipitate fog or modify 
hurricanes — all techniques 
which could be used as military 
ploys. Critics point out that, once 
the ecological balance has been 
altered — whether for peaceful or 
hostile aims — the process is 
irreversible. 

Many disarmament experts 
naw feel the phrase ‘‘peaceful 
nuclear explosion’’ is a con- 
tradiction in terms — a form of 
George Orwell's ‘Newspeak’ 
used to disguise the fact that a 
nation capable of exploding a 
nuclear device can also explode 
a nuclear bomb in wartime. And, 
by admitting that it is impossible 
te stop developing weather 
modification techniques which 
could be used for hostile pur- 
poses, the draft treaty could 
merely legalise the wholesale 
development of the very 


weapons it is trying to prohibit. 


THE NEW INITIATIVE comes 
at a time when U.S. President 
Ford is hinting that the 
Americans are dissatisfied with 
the progress of the Strategic 
Arms Limitation Talks (SALT) 
with the Soviets. Both sides see 
the initiative as a contribution to 
efforts to limit the arms race — 
and strongly deny it will be used 
to sidetrack issues of greater im- 
mediacy — though it is hoped 
that the cooperation in produc- 
ing the draft treaty may rub off 
on the SALT negotiators. 


The non-aligned delegates at 
the Disarmament Conference 
complain that the nuclear super- 
powers adopt a haughty attitude 
towards the rest of the world 
while playing Dr. Strangelove 
games with each other. 

The virtual failure of the 
Geneva conference in May 
which was supposed to review 
and update the Non- 
Proliferation Treaty led to much 


disillusionment with the 
“nuclear superclub.”’ 

Mrs. Inga Thorsson, the 
dynamic Swedish delegate to the 
Geneva Disarmament 
Conference, claimed the super- 
powers had precipitated the 
failure of the NPT conference by 
showing the world they neither 
had the will nor the capacity for 
disarmament. While other 
delegates bandied diplomatic 
euphemisms, she reminded the 
Disarmament Conference that 
the superpowers’ nuclear 
strategy still implied the use of 
tactical nuclear weapons in a 
pre-emptive strike. 

As if to reinforce the non- 
aligned countries’ viewpoint, the 
Soviets recently proposed to the 
Disarmament Conference that 
peaceful nuciear explosions be 
carried out only under the super- 
vision of the major nuclear 
powers (which, under the NPT 
Treaty, means the Soviet Union, 
the U.S., Britain, France and 
China). (Gemini} 


SPIRIT OF MEANNESS PREVADES 
ELECTION YEAR IN THE US. 


WASHINGTON (Ofns). — 
A MEAN SPIRIT is abroad in the 
United States as Americans begin 
once again the absurdly long — and 
satisfyingly complicated ~- process 
by which they choose a President. 
It is not simply that the attempt on 
the life of President Gerald Ford by 
“Squeaky” Lynette Fromme, the 
Manson girl, has served as a 
reminder that the U.S. has ‘too 
Many crazies," as the Governor of 
California put it. Nor is it that the 
fire-bombing of the house in which 
John Kennedy was born was accom- 
panied by an Implicit threat to 
Senator Edward Kennedy, whose 
candidacy is in any event widely 
seen as suicidal. 

Such incidents symbolise the 
mood — they do not define it. And in- 
deed, the violence of the past 15 
years in America has inured society 
even to the ugly scenes of rioting and 
angry demonstration by white op- 
ponents of the latest attempts to in- 
tegrate schools by transporting 
children hither and thither in buses. 

The spirit of meanneas that marks 
this pre-election year is both greyer 
and more ominous, less dramatic 
and a good deal more profound. It is 
perhaps best described as the 
Spreading sense that the ideas and 
hopes which fuelled the politics of 
the ‘sixties were mistaken and mis- 
placed. It is the liberal vision that 
seems to have ended in failure. 

The bankruptcy which impends in 
New York City is the most dramatic 
and visible example of the failure of 
politics that set out to be humane and 
ended up as simply corrupt. New 


_ York's proudest boasts — its 


generous assistance for the poor, its 
19 free hospitals, its free university 
— have become New York's shame. 


ON A GRANDER SCALE, the atten- 


tion of Washington which was until a, 


few years ago fixed upon the needs of 
the poor and the helpless is now 
directed towards the maladministra- 
tion and corruption of public welfare 
programmes. Fl ᾿ 
Among the major scandals in this 
Capital is the discovery that the 
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Social Security Administration, 
which channels supplemental in- 
come to the working poor and others 
not quite destitute, has managed in 
its first year of operation to overpay 
8408 million. And this figure is said to 
be climbing swiftly towards $1,000 
million. : 

Similarly, negligence in the 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development has resulted in pay- 
ment of mortgage subsidies to 
110,000 home-owners who un- 
derstated their income. The 
Payments were intended — nobly of 
course — to ensure that no home- 
buyer would spend more than a fifth 
of his income on mortgage 
repayments, 

Nobody is very deeply shocked at 
the little frauds and deceptions that 
make such scandals possible. In a 
country where recent criminals have 
included the President, the Vice- 
President, and the executives of a 
score of the world's biggest cor- 
porations, it would be awfully coy 
to except higher standards of 
behaviour from the poorest classes. 

Something more serious has oc- 
curred. There has been a change in 
the way Americans think of 
themselves. The optimism has gone, 
and with it both the righteousness 
and the generosity, In foreign affairs 
and at home the Americans are tak- 
ing a new, rather cynical look at the 
past two decades. 


THE REPUBLICAN PARTY'S 
Kamikaze wing, having found 
Ronald Reagan to replace 
Goldwater, has perceived in the 
mood of the times another opportuni- 
ty. Almost certainly, the Republican 
right-wingers are wrong once again 
— they can only create difficulties 
tor President Ford who, much as he 
might like to, cannot throw the coun- 
try into a full-scale depression to 
satisfy the demands of neat 
bookkeeping. 

But the Democrats are clearly in 
almost as bad shape. The unions, 
scorched by unemployment now 
touching eight million, are back in 
the fold. But the party is still rent by 
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deep ideological divisions and there 
seems no leader in sight if, as 
humanity demands, Senator Kennedy 
is crossed off the list. Besides, there 
is little perceptible difference 
between the two major parties, both 
very conservative by European stan- 
dards. 

This leads inexorably to the 
thought that the one man who both 
embodies and understands the 
frustrations of Americans, the one 
man who is captive neither to the 
archaic theories of free enterprise 
‘espoused on the Republican right, 
nor captive to the grand social 
rhetoric of the Democrats, is Gover- 
nor George Wallace. 

It was George Wallace who, last 
week, signed a Bill to restore 186. 
death penalty in Alabama with the 
comment: "I hope we'll see some 
electrocutions in this state.’ He has, 
as always, judged the resentments of 
his countrymen precisely, One of the 
conclusions which Americans have 
lately reached is that prisoner 
rehabilitation is a nice idea, but it 
doesn't work. ; 

Senator Hubert Humphrey talks 
about a humane society's duties, 
President Ford about balanced 
budgets. But in the Southern oll- 
producing states people display 
bumper stickers to protest against 
oil “exports’’ to the cold north, The 
stickers read: “Let the Bastards 
Freeze in the Dark.” 

George Wallace understands. 
Once again he is a focus of angers 
and resentments, at best a ‘spoiler”’. 
in the election, at worst, the spark 
that could set ugly passions aflame.

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OPEC’S CHOICE. 


Organization of Petroleum Exporting Countries is meeting 
to discuss an earlier decision to raise the price of oil by about 
10 per cent on October 1. 

There were reports that 2 majority within OPEC wanted 
to avoid an increase which could again buffet the world economy 
by driving up the inflationary spiral in industrialized countries, 
deepen unemployment, increase the price of goods which OPEC 
countries import, and, of course, cause further havoc among 
the poorer nations of the world who already cannot afford 
to pay for their increasing fuel costs. . 

As the meeting of the OPEC oil ministers on Wednesday 
nears, however, the reports from Vienna are taking a different 
tone. Now it is said that there is very little chance that the 
international oil cartel will continue to freeze the price of 
fuel. The ministers are already on record in favour of raising 
the price, despite the fact that this price has risen by 500 
per cent in the last five years. 

At their last meeting in Gabon the ministers said they would 
raise the price because of increasing inflation, depreciation of 
the dollar (which has recently again appreciated) and the 
decline in the real value of their oil revenues. But not even 
they can believe that such arguments can measure up to an 
already existing 500 per cent price rise. . ᾿ 

Since the Gabon meeting, leaders of the industrial nations 
have warned OPEC against raising the price again. And now 
Dr. Kissinger has once again spoken in stringent terms about 
such a prospect saying that the U.S. cannot afford to permit 
itself to be at the mercy of othefs on such ἃ vital matter. 

Jt ia clear, of course, that there are not only differing views 
but also differing interests within OPEC itself. Some of these 
states, who cannot in any way absorb the huge revenues they 
receive, would prefer to keep prices stable. They are not in- 
terested in arousing the antagonism of consumer countries, 
nor in further promoting the incentives for developing alter- 
native sources of energy. ν 

It was this realization which led the United States to foster 
a policy which would set a stable, though relatively high oil 
price. This would promote alternative energy sources and in 
the end cut down the power of the oil producers. However, a 
continuing price spiral would endanger international economic 
stability. 

Clearly, as the OPEC countries themselves realize, their deci- 
sion does not lie in the realm of economics, Their monopoly 
power is political power and the nature of their decision must 
‘and will be a political decision. 

They are therefore traversing 9 treacherous path, between 
trying to obtain what the market will bear without unleashing 
unfavourable counter reactions. 

It is a deplorable situation for the world economy as a 
whole, and disastrous for many undeveloped countries. 

This week we shall know whether OPEC's power will lead 
them to display prudence, or whether it will tempt them to 
abuse it again. f 


Dry Bones 
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BRITAIN'’S RULING Labour 
Party conference meets this 
week at the popular northern 
coastal resort of Blackpool, at a 
time when the fortunes of the op- 
position Conservative Party 
seem to be improving. Its 
Jeader, Mrs. Margaret 
Thatcher, proved herself a 
success on the international 
scene both during her visit to 
Rumania and on her current 
tour of the United States. The 
newspapers are saying that she 
has acquired a new wardrobe to 
soften the tough image which 
has prevented her so far from 
getting through to the British 
voters well enough to attract a 
gufficient. number of votes to 
her to power. 

The Liberal Party has also 
been meeting in conference at 
the east coast resort of, Scar- 
borough, and apart from a bit of 
fuss over Christopher Mayhew's 
bid to bring in an Arab terrorist 
to speak, little that is news has 
emerged fromi there. 

The Labour Party is well 
aware that the critical economic 
situation — rising unemploy- 
ment, soaring inflation, and 
plummeting production — could 
well mean a fall from power. 
The public opinion polls show the 
Conservatives well ahead, and 
forecasts of impending 
municipal elections speak of a 
landslide away from Labour. 
Yet both polls and political 
observers agree that Lahour's 
main asset is Harold Wilson, 
whose personal standing out- 
ranks that of his own party. 

He is expected to come under 
attack in various ways at the 
conference and everyone is 
wondering whether the Labour 
Party's left-wing will manage to 
cripple his capacity to govern. 


THE REAL THREAT to Labour 
rule, as in Israel, comes from 
. Within. The question is how far 
the leftist challenge to Wilson's 
leadership will go, and whether 


the image of the Labour Party as 
a Social Democratic party 
capable of attracting middle 
class votes, will survive. 

It is argued that under 
Britain's constituency electoral 
system the power of the extreme 
wings is exaggerated and that of 
the centre reduced. Thus Wilson 
has often had to adopt policies he 
disliked, to mollify the dis- 
Proportionate number of left- 


wing M.P.s in the Parliamentary. 


caucus. Similarly, the Conser- 
vative Party has been pushed 
much more to the right than the 
moderate Mrs. Thatcher likes. 

Some Conservatives are now 
echoing the long-standing 
Liberal. demand for electoral 
reform, but while the Liberals 
speak of the Irish system with its 
multi-member constituencies 
(as favoured by the Israel Labour 
Party), Conservatives tend to 
the West German model which 
retains single-member con- 
stituencies, Labour here fends to 
ignore this debate. 

The real picture of electoral 
division, with the majority of 
voters for the three main parties 
joining forces, was seen in the 
June referendum vote on 
membership in the H.E.C., when 
the British by a two to one ma- 
jority voted to stay in Europe. 
They rejected the impassioned 
appeals of Labour's left-wing, 
led by Michael Foot and Tony 
Benn, and the Conservative's 
right-wing led by Edmund du 
Cann, and the ultra-right led by 
Enoch Powell. μ᾿ 

The referendum outcome was 
a smashing triumph for Harold 
Wilson, who campaigned for it 
vigorously, over the heads of a 
special Labour Party conference 
and the Trades Union Congress 
who were strongly stay- 
ing in Europe. Wilson had indeed 
proved himself a great survivor 
and a master of the political 
game. He can rightly claim to be 


‘the senior Prime Minister of 


Europe, as far as staying-power 
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Will Almogi renege on 


his election promises ? 


“LABOUR MINISTER Yosef 
Almogi yesterday resumed what 
paign for Mayor tn the elections 
or in the elec’ 
at the end of this month. All 
rumours and published news to 
the contrary I shall run for 
Mayor, and if elected shall stay 
on the job for a full term, he 
said."" These two sentences are 
taken from a news item in this 
paper's issue of December 13, 
1973. Tens of thousands of voters 
in Haifa remember Almogi's 
promise. He made it many times 
and it is quite possible that he 
then believed in his own commit- 
ment as much as the voters did. 

Regardless of whether or not 
he will now be elected to the 
chairmanship of the Jewish 
Agency, it is curious to note how 
little Mayor Almogi, or those in 
the Labour Party who back his 
candidature for the post, are 
concerned with what looks like 
an intention to renege 
‘on 8 promise. So far the Mayor 
has evaded the issue. He says 
that he has received no official 
offer of the Agency job, cannot 
therefore accept or refuse it, 
would have to consult with 
others, and words to the same 
effect. 

It is not only the moral issue of 
8 man who sought and got the 
job of mayor as though it were a 
kind of temporary unemploy- 
ment relief between what he con- 
siders major political 
assignments. 

Mayor Almogi has had to 
spend the major part of the past 
18 months le. his job, to 
Giagnosing the specific problems 
of Haifa’s administration, fin- 
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ding the remedies and the right 
staff to help him with the cure. If 
he leaves the job at this point, 
most of this effort, most of the in- 
itiative, the elan of change and 
improvement’ will be lost. The 
municipal staff, spurred to effort 
by the man at the top who 
wanted to show that he could 
make a good Mayor, will have to 
wait for a new conductor, to ad- 
Just to a new style, speed, taste, 
priorities. 

Haifa has been a luckless city. 
It may now have to have a fourth 
mayor in seven years. Mayor 
Khoushy conditioned the popula- 
tion to remain passive in all ur- 
ban pursuits that matter. Plan- 
ning, traffic, tourism, quality of 
life and the physica] charm of 
Haifa have suffered as a result. 
To reverse the trend takes at 
least one term for an outstan- 
ding Mayor. 

Almogi has just reached the 
stage of diagnosis. His long list 
of election promises still] awaits 
implementation — a task 
demanding persistent, 
dedicated, singie-minded work, 
attention to detail, and to issues 
that are largely unpolitical. If 
that was not to his taste, and did 
not suit his ambitions, Almogi 
did not have to accept the 
mayoralty. 


THAT THE Labour Party 
leaders propose for the Agency 
post a mayor in the middie of his 
term, deeply involved in work of 
reform, and moreover one who 
has gone on record with an un- 
dertaking to stay a full term, is 
indicative of a view that govern- 
ment is for the people, but not by 
the people. If Mayor Almogi goes 
to Jerusalem to head the Jewish 
Agency, it will affect not 
only credibility but also 
thet of the Labour Party's 
Haifa Branch, said to be the coun- 
try's strongest, which un- 
derwrote Almogi for Mayor in 
December 1973. 

The sad truth is that in the 
Haifa Municipality, the Align- 
ment faction has no public per- 
sonality who can arouse hope of 
any change for the better. The 
armed services — especially the 
combat units — sctence, com- 
merce, industry, even shop com- 
mittees, have produced a small 
crop of strong public men with 
pride and independence of judg- 
ment. But local politics has, on 
the whole, bred a species of sub- 
servient ambitious men who in 
Haifa were lined up behind 
Mayor Almogi for their reliable 
willingness to toe the party line. 
They have proved their ability 
for obedient performance, but 
little else. The events in Haifa 
show how overdue electoral 
reform has become. 
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in office is concerned. Whether 
he has the kind of far-reaching 
vision of what Britain must 
become is something else 


altogether. 


THE CONFERENCE will un- 
doubtedly be concerned with 
Wilson's wage restraint policy 
and the leftist bid to oust 
moderate M.P.s. There is little 
doubt that the overwhelming 
support given the Wilson wage 
policy by the recent TUC con- 
ference will play ἃ major role in 
the debate at Blackpool. It 
demonstrated -that Jack Jones, 
the powerful General Secretary 
of the Transport and General 
Workers Union (Britain's 
biggest) can deliver the policy 
on which he agreed with Wilson. 
Jones and National Union of 
Mineworkers President Joe 
Gormley are expected to-throw 
their influence behind Wilson at 
the Conference. It must be 
remembered that in the Labour 
Party, the big unions can deliver 
block votes of millions of their 
members, and thereby smother 
any left-wing offensive. Natural- 
ly Wilson will have to prove that 
his government means business 
with its promises to cut un- 
employment and keep down 
prices. 
. Another challenge to be 
debated will be the left-wing's 
belief that the Labour Party is 
not moving quickly enough to in- 
troduce Socialism into Britain. 
The incumbent leadership will 
charge that such a fundamen- 
talist approach will only frighten 
away foreign investors, and that 
it is unrealistic in view of 
Britain's present economic dif- 
ficulties.

More about 
the weather

Sir. — I'm glad ELS. Liebgott of 
Savyon (September 3) corrected the 
attribution on who said ‘‘Everyone 
talks about the weather, but no one 
does anything about it.” Of course it 
wasn't Churchill, or Mark Twain, 
but Charles Dudley Warner. 

Mr. Liebgott refers to the “Hart- 
ford Courant" es a magazine. Actual- 
ly it's the oldest daily newspaper in 
the United States in continuous 
Ppubifcation. It is one of the few 
newspapers in the U.S. that can go to 
‘its files for what it reported on the 
American Revolutionary War 200 
years ago. 

Charles Dudley Warner joined the 
staff of the “Courant” in 1867 and 
contributed to it until he died in Hart- 
ford in 1900. In a lead editorial of 
August 24, 1897 on the weather he 
wrote the line referred to. He was a 
close friend and neighbour of Twain, 
and collaborated with him on ‘The 
Gilded Age,” which came out in 1873. 
Like Twain his travel sketches of a 
trip to Egypt and Palestine are es- 
pecially Interesting today for 
Israelis and hopefully will be 
reissued during the American 


Bicentennial.
